London, Jan. 5. Tho American squadron
has arrived at Gibraltar from Tangier.

The steel ornlsors Chicago. Boston, and Atlan-
ta, whloh left Boston bathed In sunshine
on the morning ot Deo. 7, have pnsiod Capo
Joonand aro now steaming rapidly through

tho rushing wators of the Tngua to an nnohor-ag- o.

Thoy havo onoountered very boisterous
weather on tho voyago and have parted com-
pany with tholr little oonsort the Yorktown.
but beyond a boat or two stovo in and a oouplo
of broken. lower booms, thoy look little tho
worse for tholr tuselo with tho olements.

lor the first four daya attor leaving Boston
tho squadron oxoeriencod exceptionally mod-ora- te

wonthor. and stoamed along at a uniform
rate ot nlno knots an hour, using sail wbonevqr
practicable. Nothing out of the way in sound-ro- n

taotlos wan attempted. Tho voxsels simply
maintained a standard night and day forma-
tion, eohelonot Boctloni being tho day forma-
tion, tho Chicago and lioston forming the first
section and Atlanta and Yorktown the second
section. At sundown the signal would bemndo
to toko up positions for night cruising, and
this would be accomplished by each vessel
oponlngont to double dlstanoe (1.132 yards)
and tho Yorktown shilling her position to the
Atlanta a port quarter.

At 7 P. M. on tho ISth, In tho height of a
furious southwesterly galo and tremondous
sea, tbo commandor of tho Yorktown madenight signals to tho Oagshlp. requesting per-
mission to "henvo to." which waa granted.

In splto or her
low foro and ntter parts, rndo It like a duck,
ns did also ber sister, tho Boston, whloh still
held her position on tho Chicago's starboard
quartor.

Evorybody on bonrd the Atlanta,
from tho Captain down to tho smntlest boy,
feels elated nt tho macnlflcout record sho has
mndo.

The Parties to the Combine Not let Aerreed
as to Who Shall Bt Named In the Bill
as Commissioners How to I'ass the Bill
Over the floveraor's Possible Veto.

Albany, Jan. 6 Thoro Is n hltoh somo--
Wboro regarding the, Clovelond-Huste- d Bnpld
Transit bill. The terms of the bill wore
agreed upon several weoks ago, and all parties
tothodoalagroedon tho power and numbor
of the Commissioners. As agreed upon

Mr, Piatt, the County Democracy, and
some pcoplo lu Brooklyn, thore were to be
sevon Commissioners the Mayors ot Now
York and Brooklyn, with three Bopnbllcans
nnd two Domocrnts, All this was simple
Tho clash of tho elements making up
tho combination camo on tho namos of tho
Commissioners. To ennct tbe bill Into a law
all tbo Bopubllcans must bo secured, with
enough Democrats to pass tbo bill over tho
Governor's veto, whloh Is expectod In ease the
Commission cannot bo constituted in a way
satisfactory to tho Governor. The llepublloans
have 10 Bonntors. Those, with tho County
Domooratlo Senator Ahearn. and tho two
Brooklyn Senators, Jacobs and McCarron, will
clvo a two-thir- majority in tho Benato. Tbo
71 Booublloan Assemblymen, tle 9 Brooklyn
Domoorats, and tho County Democrats mako
almost u two-thir- majority of tbe Assembly.
Unless orrangemonts can bo made to make tho
bill satisfactory to the Govornor. the combina-
tion is to bo arranged as outlined abovo.

Aivordlng toGon. nusted "the Rapid Tran-
sit bill was drawn by a friend and associate of
Mr. Clovoland." It is thought horo that this
" friend and associate" is Francis Lyndo Stot-Bo- n,

whoso connection with the Broadway
Batlroad bill may be recalled by any ono
familiar with the Investigation. As originally
outlined, this bill is said to havo oontalnod as
Commissioners the names of Grovor Cleveland,
Abram B. Hewitt, 8. V. R. Cruger. George Bliss,
and Fredorlck A. Schroder of Brooklyn.
This was only a draft and when tho
bill came to bo submitted to tbo combina-
tion the nnmes wore not thought to bo satis-
factory.
